Paris, August 27.—With the gulf 

between France ad Great Britain as 
wide as ever, the reparations com- 
mission is working desperately to find 
a compromise plan which will five 
Germany the economic relief she 
seeks and at the same time prevent 
a split in the entente. 

This is the only way members of 
the commission see to block indepea- 
dent action against Germany hy 
France. Premier Poincare’s recent 
Bar Je Duc speech, in which he de- 
elared that France intended to make 
Germany pay, still hangs as an omi- 
nous cloud over the reparations com- 
mission as it meets daily in the search 
for a workable compromise. 

French and British members of the 
commission, however, were still as far 
apart as ever on the moratorium ques- 
tion after another session of the com- 
mission Sunday. The meeting led to 
nothing except the increased convic- 
tion that the present uncertainfy 
must be ended as soon as possible 
because of the ‘eeonomic situation. 
With the German mark plunging 
downward steadily, it is feared that 
a general European collapse cannot 
be held off much longer unless some 
plan of relief is put into effect at 
once by the allies. 

British Viewpoint. 

At Sunday’s session of the repara- 
tions commission, Sir John Brad- 
bury, the British member, continued 
ta insist that he did hot believe Ger- 
man was capable of making cash 
reparations payments. He maintained 
that a moratorium must be granted 
for this reason. Seizure of the Rubr 
piines by the allies, Sir John argued, 
sould only -upset Germany internal-

Abandons Baby 
Leaving Pitiful 
Note tor Finder 


Child Is Found on Lawn of 
the Georgia Baptist 
Orphanage. “~

“Her name is Geneva. For God‘s 
sake take care of her until I can come 
back for her. Nobody else will help.” } 

The note, unsigned, was found -by 
Thomas Scoggins, manager of the 
Georgia Baptist orphanage, at Hape- 
ville, pinned to the garments of an 
infant who had been abandoned a 
short time before on the lawn of the 
orphanage late Sunday evening. 

The child was dressed in expensive 

soft white clothing. It was wrapped 
in a pink blanket and beside it was 
a neat bundle containing other gar- 
ments, all apparently handmade and 
of the best material and workman- 
ship. Nothing on the clothing in the 
way of a laundry mark was found to 
identify the baby. 
_ When Mr. Scoggins discovered the 
child it was fast asleep, entirely ob- 
livious to the strange new surround- 
ings to which it had apparently been 
consigned by its troubled mother. The 
plaintive plea of the mother in the 
note was indicative, Mr. Scoggins 
said, that some great misfortune was 
being experienced, and she, in spite 
of giving up the child, expected to 
return some time and reclaim her 
baby. 

Not having a nursery at.the or- 
phanage in which to care for the in- 
fant, Mr. Scoggins carried it to the t 
Grady hospital, where it will be 
placed in the infants’ ward in charge 
of a nurse. In the eyent it is not 
claimed during the next few days, the 
baby will probably be offered for t 
adoption, the usual procedure taken 
by the hospital in cases where chil- 
dren are abandoned.

Brother of Slain Jackson 
County Farmer Retains 
Attorneys to Prosecute 
Four Suspects. 


FUNERAL OF MARTIN 
HELD AT DRY POND 


Fifteen Hundred People 
Attend Services Near 
Home of Man Killed 
Here Thursday. 


Attorneys and friends of J. Lee 
Martin will appear®before Judge John 
D. Humphries this morning to fight 
the habeas corpus petition filed by 
attorneys fot W. BH. Sailors, H. P. 
Sailors, H. L. Simmons and Viola 
Sailors, who are being held in jail 
in connection with Mr. Martin’s vio- 
lent death here’Friday morning as a 
result of an assault after leaving the 
Sailors’ home Thursday night, after 
escorting Miss Sailors from a motion 
picture show. 

Funeral services for the dead man 
near his home at Dry Pond, Jackson 
county, Sunday afternoon, were at- 
tended by a crowd of about 1,500 
people. Rev. J. J. Bennett, of At- 
lanta, officiated and the Masonic or- 
der, of which the deceased was a mem- 
ver, had charge of the last rites at 
the graye. 

Attorneys Retained. 

Hamilton Martin, brother of the 
slain man, has retained Attorneys 
E’emberton Cooley and Bell, of Jef- 
ferson, Ga., to assist in prosecuting 
the people suspected of complicity 
in the killing. They will assist Chief 
A. Lamar Poole and state’s attor- 
ucys in contesting the petition of the 
defendants .for release on habeas 
corpus. — 

4eeording to advices from Jeffer- 
sea Sunday night, Mr. Martin was 
well and favorably known through- 
out the county. He and his brother 
operated an 800-acre farm, a sawmill 
and cotton gin, and the slain man 
was reputed to be moderately wealthy. 
He had visited Miss Sailors on sev- 
eral occasions while the Sailors fam- 
ily resided in Athens, according ta 
Martin’s acquaintances, put none of 
his friends or his ramuy are quoted | 
as having any knowledge of a serious 
attachment bettveen tne two. 

Mr. Martin -was 49 years old and 
Miss Sailors is said to be 20.

No Barometer 


Hurley Sees Sharp Upturn 
in Trade Late This 
Year. 


Chicago, August 27.—Henry Ford 
is not a national baromeftr, according 
to Edward N. Hurley, former chair- 
man of the United States shipping 
board and a large employer of labor 
in the middle west. 

“Mr. Ford’s announcement that his 
factories will close down September 
16 has no national significance,” Hur- 
ley declared. “Doubtless he knows 
what he is doing and is acting on the 
demands of his particular business. 
Possibly, because of the close margin 
of profit on which he operates, the in- 
erease in the price of coal, which I] 
and other business men are paying be- 
cause we believe it is purely tem- 
porary, does not prevent his continu- 
ing to operate.” 

The American public is beginning 
to buy again in large quantities, with 
the result that factories are enlarg- 
ing their working forces by as much 
as 15 per cent, Hurley said. He de- 
clared that the solution of the coal 
<p eg restored public confidence 
and t business was counting largely 
on President Harding’s proposed coal 


commision to stabilize both coal prices 
and output in the future. 


Business Increase. " 

“The last four months of 1922 wilt 
see a sharp upturn in business activity 
and increasing prosperity, caused hy 
the ending of the voal strike and the 
large ‘crops that are now beginning 
to move to lecal and world markets,” 
he said.

5,000,000-Pound Supply to 
Be Allotted to Farmers 
of Nation — Advantages 
Are Shown.

Washington, August 27.—(P™ Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Thr oureau 
of public roads, United Stat’, depart- 
ment of agriculture, is making plans 
to release for shipment to farmers 
this fall millions of pounds of picric 
acid for agricultural explosive pur- 
poses, such as clearing lands of 
stumps. , 

The announcement will be of inter- 
est to Georgia farmers, as the distri- 
bution of high-grade agricultura] ex- 
plosives is to be without cost except 
7 cents per pound for drying and car- 
tridging expense, plus the cost of the 
freight, and is in the nature of a divi- 
dend on some of the expense of the 


explosive is surplus ° war material 
which congress has directed shall be 


country. 

Originally about 12,000,000 pounds 
of the picric acid was available as 
war surplus. A considerable amount 
was distributed to the states for road- 
building purposes by the government, 
and there now remains approximately 
5,000,000 ‘pounds to be distributed 
this fall. . 

Applications Urged. 

The bureau of public roads urges 
farmers in all sections of the country 
who can use this explasive to apply 
new for it, so that the fall shipping 
schedules may be made up for the 
states. Details of the methods of dis- 
tribution can be secured from any 
State agricultural college, it was 
stated, and farmers who ¢ sire to ob- 
tain the explosive are uy éd to get in 
touch with these coll¢ fs and with 
the agricultural state “extension sery- 
ices. 

Picric acid is a comparatively safe 
explosive and is used in the same way 
that other agricultural explosives are 
used. It has several advantages ovér 
commercial explosives, it is said, in 
that it keeps indefinitely, without de- 
teriorating, is not affeeted by heat or 
cold, and does not cause headaches or 
other ill effects when used in the open 
air. e 

Because of its greater cost of manu- 
facture, it is not a competitor with 
commercial dynamite. It is being dis 


tributed for the purpose of increasing 
interest and activity in Iand-clearing.

Report to Workers. 
The report, in full, is as follows: 

“The non-partisan. political com- 
paign committee of the Georgia Feder- 
ation of Labor, in a meeting held in 
Atlanta, Ga., has issued the following 
Statement affecting the present politi- 
cal situation to all labor unions of 
Ceorgia. 

“We feel that it is pertinent that 
. + submit to the workers of Georgia 
our conclusions bearing, especially, 
upon the gubernatorial race now in 
| progress in our state. 

“In the campaign of two years ago 
the incumbent made most flat- 
tecjng promises to the people’ of Geor- 
gia which evidently were vote-catch- 
ing promises only. For, having passed. 
through two sessions of the legislature, 
nothing has materialized to the end 
of making good these promises. Qne 
of the promises, quite naturally, still 
lingers in the minds of a great many 
people, who, now to their sorrow and 
disappointment, find that Governor 
Hardwick almost immediately upon 
taking office found ‘reason’ to de- 
sert, namely: furnishing free text 
books in our public schools. Labor 
has in season and out of season ad- 
vocated free text books for our public 
schools and so well has sentiment been 
crystallized that Governor Hardwick. 
found the free text book idea a very 
popular and lucrative issue—only to 
east it upon the trash heap of broken 
pledges after assuming office. 

“Further, Governor Hardwick's at- 
titude toward iabor has been very dis- 
appointing—disappointing, however, 
only in the light of his pre-election 
promises. No one, we are sure, that 
knew of his record while in the United 
States senate would have expected 
anything from Governor Hardwick; 
but the great throbbing, pulse beat-

Success Marks Beginning of 
Drive for $25,000 for 
Negro School. : 


Subscriptions amounting to $14,- 
978; were made Sunday at the Audi- 
torium-Armory by an audience of 
more than 4,000 persons, white and 
black, in the big drive to raise $20,- 
000 for the Morris Brown university. 

Bishop J. S. Flipper, of the Afri- 
can M. E. church, presided, and made 
an introductory speech, calling at- 
tention to the fact that no such meet- 
ing could have been possible a few 
years ago in Atlanta, He made an 
eloquent presentation of the condition 
that has been brought about by two 
races of people living in the same 
country as im America. “God has 
taken 2,000 years to make the Anglo- 
Saxon race what it is; no thinking 
man could expect Him to do as much 
for the negro in 57 years,” he said. 
He also said that the south is the 
natural place for the negro, for the 
southern people understand him. 

Eugene Black Speaks. 

Eugene R. Black, president of the 
Atlanta Trust company spoke on 
“Why Atlanta Should Support Morris 
Brown University,” and answered it 
in a word by saying that the reason 
for belping Tech, Emory university 
and other white institutiens is the 
same that should lead Atlanta to help 
the negro school. The wall of universi- 
ties that encircles Atlanta he declared 
stronger thah the great wall built by 
the Chinese, in that education is the 
greatest protection in the power 0o 
man.

The eligibility of words which are 
in good usage as “common, singular, 
English nouns” (the only class ad- 
missible in the contest) and which 
same words can also be used ag 
prepositions, conjunctions, and other 
parts of speech, seems to be one point 
in issue. If a word may be used au- 
thoritatively as @ “common, singular, 
English noun” it is admissible even 
though it may also be used as every 
other part of speech. The editor has 
already cited examples of words which 
would be barred “as prepositions” or 
“as conjunctions,” but if a word is, 
in addition to being preposition, con- 
junction or whatnot, also a “common, 
singular, English noun” it will be 
counted in the contest. 

Another point that -has been 
stressed in the contest is the “com- 
mon” qualification. Nouns mfy be 
either “common” or “proper.” Com- 
mon nouns are idmissible. “Proper” 
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are not admissible. In Aa 

the names “Ford,” “Dan,” 

“Don” and perhaps a hundred other 
r” nouns are disbarred. 

Compound words which are recog- 
nized in their use as common, singu- 
lar, English nouns in their compound 
forms are not barred.

POLITICAL INTEREST

That thousands of Georgia women 
are taking an active interest in gen- 
eral polifics this year, and making 
close inquiry about candidates, is the 


observation Sho udze Richard B. Rus- 
sell, candidat for chief justice of the 
supreme court, who has visited a large 
number of counties the last few days.

I believe it au- 
gurs well for the state that the wom- 
en are taking such a general interest 
in the public welfare. 

“I feel highly complimented that 
so many of, them have called at my 
reception ro6ms in the Kimball house 
in Atlanta, and especially over the 
fact that they came seeking informa- 
tion. I wish I could be here to meet 
them all, but am compelled to be 
away much of the time among my 
friends in other sectidns. However, 
my brother, Lewis C. Russell, who 
is here for me, is always glad to 
give them any information they seek. 

“I am highly gratified, too, over 
the good reports regarding my candi- 
dacy which I have received from 
friends in more than 140 Georgia 
counties. Their letters of assurance 
are very wélcome and helpful to me. 
and have given me an unquestioned 
confidence in the result.” 

Judge Russell is particularly inter- 
ested in the activity of women in poli- 
ties, because he believes in their good 
influence in public affairs.

DECLARED DEFECTIVE 


Since the legislature adjourned 


more inquiries have been received at 
the secretary of state’s office about 
the no par value capital stock law an- 
nounced to have passed than 
about any other measure enacted by 
the solons. The no par value fea- 
ture, originated in Delaware, is said 
to have benefits that are eagerly 
sought for by new companies. Be- 
cause no provision bad been made for 
such an issue in Georgia, a great 
Many business enterprises have re- 
cently sought charters in other statea, 
Responding to what appeared to be 
a strong popular demand, the legis- 
lature did not stop with one no par 
stock bill, but passed two of them. 
It has just developed, according to 
the Georgia segurities commission, | 
that neither of these acts attains the 
purpose its framers or supporters, 
and that Georgia is further from an 
effective no par value stock law 
than it ever was. The only corpora” 
tions to which either of these acts 
grant the no par value privilege are 
railroads, express,, telephone, tele- 
graph and _ navigation companies. 
None of these companies wants the | 
no par privilege, nor would it be 
of any value to them if they had it, 
because all of their issues are sub- 
ject as to the amount of capital to 
be raised to the supervision of the 
state or federal public service com- 


mission. 
Identical Defects. 

The two. acts possess similarities in 
drafting, going so far as to have iden- 
tical formal defects which are prob- 
ably fatal. and in purpose, it is stated. 

These bills grant the right to issue 
no par value stock only to corpora- 
tions chartered ty the secretary of 
state, but they except from its pro- 
visions banks, insurance companies 


and trust companies. This _ limits 
their application to the five classes of 
corpurations, railroad, express, _tele- 
graph, telephone and navigation com- 
panies, these being all the companies 
which the constitution requires to be 
chartered by the secretary of state, 
except canal coinpanies and there are 
none of these last in Georgia either 
in being or in prospect. 

All other corporations in Georgia 
receive their charters from the supe- 
rior courts of the various counties. 
Thesé include all the corporations to 
which the no par value privilege 
could be of any possible benefit, it 
is said. So far from giving them 
this right, the acts have succeeded 
only in- denying it to them, if as 
some lawyers drawing recent charters | 
seem to have held, they already have 
it. Commenting on this feature of the 
situation, Chief Examiner T. B. Con- 
ner, of the Georgia Securities Com- 
mission, said: 

Statement by Conner. 

“Our commission has very often to 
pass on issues of non-par value stock. 
These issue have generally been by 
corporations holding their charters 
from other states, chiefly Delaware. 
Recently, however, we have been con- 
fronted with several Georgia superior 
court charters making provision for 
no par value stock.

A Constitution correspondent in- 
quires as to what part women will 
likely play in the sixty-eighth con- 
gress. 

It is not possible to say at this 
hour, but the indications are Miss 
Alice Robinson, who has been re- 
nominated in a republican district in 


Oklahoma, will not be quite so 
lonely in the house as she is in the 
sixty-seventh—and it is not alto- 
gether impossible that the senate 
\may have a woman member. 

Mrs. Ben Hooper is the demo- 
cratic nominee for the senate in 
Wisconsin for the La Follette seat, 
which seat the doughty Bob is 
having troubles of his own in his 
own party to hold; and in Minnesota 
the democrats have nominated Mrs. 
Peter Olsen for the Kellogg seat, 
and she is making a spirited race 
with the odds, of course, against 
her. 

While both of these nominations 
are in states that are rock-ribbed 
republican, thus making any bets in 
their favor unwise, from a strict 
mercenary viewpoint, the situation 
is different as to some of the nom- 
inations of women for the house.

In Minnesota the democrats of 
the third district have nominated 
Mrs. Lillian Cox Gault.

At a Disadvantage. ; 

Of course every well informed business 
man knows perfectly well that the array of 
highly paid experts and counsel put for- 


ward by the railroads and public utilitics 
can prove anything they may desire to 
prove and unless the railroad commission 
of Georgia is given the means to make 
an independent audit and carefully dis- 
sect the figures put forward by the rail- 
roads and public utilities the public is ab- 
solutely helpless. 

In the last few years the railroads and 
public utilities have come more and more 
to disregard the decisions of the railroad 


commission of Georgia and when a deci- 
sion is made adverse to them it is the usual 
policy to immediately take such a. decision 
into the courts and it must be remembered 
in this connection that in their court pro- 
ceedings the railroads employ the most in- 
telligent and highly paid lawyers in Geor- 
gia. The railroad commission of Georgia, 
on tie other hand, has been obliged in the 
past to content itself with a lawyer who 
could be hired for $2,500 per annum. lL 
think it can be readily seen that the pub- 
lic, therefore, has certainly in many cases 
been at a very great disadvantage and it 
must also be remembered that no matter 
what fees were paid to these lawyers or 
to thelr rate experts and highly paid offi- 
cials that such cost has been included in 
the statements of these railroads and pub- 
lic utilities as a part of their operating 
expenses and has heen taxed on the people 
of Georgia, plus a profit. 

I should like to impress on the people of 
Georgia another fact and that is that they 
have been paying the members of the Geor- 


gia railroad commission beggarly salaries. 
It is very likely, and I think entirely prob- 
able, that the traffic experts and attor- 
neys put forward by the railroads and 
public utilities will probably be paid on 
an average from three to five times as 
much as the salaries paid to the railroad 
commission of Gcorgia. It is certainly to 
the interest of the people of Georgia to 
raise the personnel, if possible, of the 
Members of the railroad commission of 
Georgia. It is a grent mistake to sup- 
pose that any man, although he may be 
personally a very good man, but who is 
practically ignorant of the whole subject 
of rates and laws governing same, can 
make such a commissioner as is needed 
on the railroad commission of Georgia. We 
do not pay the railroad commission of 
Georgia salaries adequate for their respon- 
sibility. 
Warmly Commends Perry. 

In the so-called Brantley bill it was 
my desire to have increased the salaries 
of the railroad commission of Georgia, but 


I feared to do so for fear it might mili- 
tate against the passage of the bill. I, 
however, sincerely hope that at some sub- 
sequent session of the legislature a_ Dill 
will be passed which will define the qualifi- 
cations that railroad commissioners should 
possess and fix adequate salaries. It would 
be a calamity to the state of Georgia to 
lose at this time the services of Mr. J. A. 
Perry. With the going of Mr. Candler the 
heavy burden of responsibility is neces- 
sarily going to fall on Mr. Perry because 
of his long experience and thorough know!l- 
edge of rate making and his clear under- 
standing of what the railroads are now 
trying to put over in what is known as 
the southeastern territory. 

I believe that the railroad commission of 
Georgia, as at present constituted, have 
done everything they could do for the peo- 
ple of Georgia, but, as I have already en- 
deavored to make plain, they “have been 
handicapped by the lack of funds andl they 
have known perfectly well that unless they 
could make an andit and verify the state- 
ments of the railroads and public utilities 
that any reductions they might make in 
rates would be fought by the railroads and 
pubiic utilities and on basis of the state- 
ments made by these corporations that the 
courts would reverse any finding of the 
Georgia railroad commission if the _ rail- 
roads and public utilities conld make it 
appear (and they doubtless could so make 
it appear as the railroad commission of 
Georgia is at present constituted) that the 
rates in question would amount to con- 
fiscation of their porperty.

The American Red Cross has Just 
given to the league $25,000, to help 
sustain the latter’s fight on typhus 
in Poland. 

The Rockefeller foundation has 
also just offered $30,000 a year 
for five years to the league’s health 
service, and $60,000 a year for 
three years to be used by the league 
in international educational health 
work. 

Now a’ determined effort is being 
made by officials of this government 
to bring about co-operation with 
the league in suppressing the inter- 
national white-slave traffic. 

In the meantime a number of 
prominent Americans, as for in- 
stance, John Bassett Moore, Dr.

Diversity of Opinions 
On Industrial Outlook 


Printing N 


New York, August 27.—Both indi- 
cations as to the trend of business 
and finance and opinions as to fall 
prospects have shown marked diversity 


during the past week. Settlement of 
the soft coal strike is generally ex- 
pected to be reflected in a sharp gain 
in production, a figure as high as 
nine million tons a week being men- 
tioned as likely to be realized in the 
immediate future. On the other hand, 
it is pointed out that the government’s 
scheme of priorities must remain in 
force for some time, particularly until 
the needs of the northwest have been 
taken care of, so that the steel indus- 
try is likely to feel the restriction im- 
posed by fuel shortage for some weeks 
to come. 

The 20 per cent increase in steel 
wages meanwhile is interpreted as in- 
dicating that steel manufacturers ex- 
pect to be able'to dispose of all their 
available production this fall at fa- 
vorable prices. Whether steel prices 
will rise materially above present 
levels, however, remains to be seen, 
since coal prices have already touched 
scarcity levels, and some observers

| Washington, August °7.—Internal | 
revenue collections fell $1,398,000,000 | 
in the fiscal year 1922, as compared | 


with the year before, reflecting the 
business depression which swept over 
the country. Costs to the government 
of collecting the taxes went up 45 
cents for every $100. ; 

Total collections of $3.197,000.000, 
as compared with $4,595,000,000 in 
1921 were reported in a preliminary 
statement issued today by Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Blair. The 
vost of gathering this sum was $41.- 
435,000, or $1.30 for each $100, as 
against 87 cents for each $100 the 
year before. 

Income and profits taxes totaled

At Last Comes 
OFG.O.P.Rule 


Popular belief to the contrary, it’s 
only in a figurative sense that chig- 
gers get under your skin. The lit- 
tle kill-joys of the summer plenic in 
the woods are right there on the sur- 
face all the time, and it’s just be- 
cause they are too small to be readily 
seen without a magnifying glass that 
the victim thinks he has been bur- 
rowed into or entered by way of his 
pores. . 

This is one of the new lights thrown 
upon the pest by department bulletin 
Yo, “Studies on the Biology and Con- 
trol of Chiggers,” prepared by H. E. 
Ewing, specialist in mites, and now 
issued by -the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

The chigger doesn’t make his pres- 
ence felt at once. He first scurries 
about on the victim so fast that even 
when he is spotted under a magnify- 
ing glass it is almost impossible to 
catch, him. Evidently, he tries to 
see how far he can go, for it has been 
determined that tight pieces of dress, 
such as garters and belts, limit 
the altitude of operation. Almost 
total immunity has been’ secured 
by wearing top shoes. and _ tight- 
ly wrapped leggins. Low shoes are 
particularly favorable to the acquisi- 
tion of chiggers. When a chigger 
finally decides to attach himself, he 
clamps down by inserting his feet 
under the skin, and then the trouble 


Much protection can be had from 
chigger attacks by properly clothing 
the legs or by the applica@son of re- 
pellents either directly on the skin 
or on the under garments. For this 
purpose, sulphur has been found to be 
a sovereign remedy. Dusting the 
legs with sulphur has resulted in 
total immunity in most instances, and 
a similar treatment of the stocking 
has proved equally effective in keep- 
ing off the mites. Infected areas 
may be freed of chiggers by dusting 
with sulphur. For this the use of 
50 pounds to the acre is recommended. 
On lawns the use of sulphur is un- 
necessary, as chiggers will disappear 
of themselves if the grass is kept cut 
short. 

Chiggers can best be destroyed on hu- 
mans before they become attached or 
very soon afterwards. After an ex- 
posure to chigger attacks the skin 
and ankles should be examined with 
a hand lens, even before any itching 
is felt. Applications of a thick lath- 
er of coap, commercial alcohol, or any 
of the lighter oils have been found 
to kill the larvae quite -readily. Sul- 
phur acts slowly. but if applied with 
soap and allowed several minutes to 
act should give good results.

U. S. MAY PURCHASE 
ALL POSTOFFICES 


{| Washington, August 27.—Govern- 


ment ownership of postoffice build- 
ings in every city and town inthe 
United States, where none now is 
owned, has been proposed to congress 
by Postmaster General Work, with 
the approval of President Harding. 
The president’s approval, admin- 
istration officials said today, was 
based upon reports showing that the 
law once put into effect would mean 
a saving to the government of ap- 
proximately half a billion dollars in 
rentals within the next ten years. 


Bank Clearings. 


A further widening of the margin 
of increase in bank clearings over las8 
year’s figures is noted this week, un 
aggregate of $5,625,187,000 at twenty 
cities in the United States, as reported 
to Dun’s Review, being 19.3 per cent 
in excess of the $4,714,087,062 of this 
period of 1921. This week's total, 
however, is 13.1 per cent less than 
the $6,471,151,591 ‘of two years ago. 
With clearings of $2,165,757,000, the 
centers outside of New York which 
are included in the statement report 
a gain of 13.3 per cent over the $1,- 
913,487,062 of last year, and Kansas 
City, with a reduction of 13.1 per 
cent, is the only point at which a 
decrease of any size appears. At New 
York City, with an aggregate. of $3,- 
456,400,000, this week's clearings are 
23.4 per cent larger than the $2,500,- 
600,000 of a year ago.

Record of Week’s Failures. 


This week all sections ofthe United 
States, especially the south ‘and west, 
showed decreases in the number of 
failures reported to R. G. Dun & Co., 
so that the total, 348, was much less 
than that of the previous week, which 
was 415, and almost down to the level 
of the corresponding week in 1921, 
when 339 defaults were reported. 

A distinct decline was also to 
noted in the number of insolvencies 
with liabilities of $5,000 or more in 
each case, which totaled 190 this 
week, as compared with 235 inethe 
previous week, while the smaller fig- 
ure was 54.6 per cent of the total as 
against 56.6 last week. - For the cor- 
responding period last year, similar 
defaults — 163, making a per- 
centage of 49.3. 

: Caaaia’e insolvencies numbered 61 
this week, a decrease from 64 in the 
preceeding week; a year ago there 
were 45. Defaults involving $5,000 or 
more in each instance totaled 28 this 
week, as compared with 31 last week, 


Commodity Prices. 


Responding to lower temperatures 
and the approach of the end of the 
vacation period, the wholesale com- 
modity markets displayed a fair 
amount of activity during the past 
week, with price changes quite equally 
divided, 47 advances appe: ing in the 
339 quotations received by D \’s Re- 
view, as against 36 recessions. In last 
week’s statement 46 gains compared 
with 47 declines, while in a similar 
comparison for the corresponding 
week a year ago 50 losses contrasted 
with 38 increases. 

Reactionary markets abroad and 
heavy receipts had a depressing effect 
on wheat, and the weakness of this 
grain, together with more favorable 
crop reports, caused an easier feeling 
in corn, oats and rye. Supplies about 
equal to demand held live beef and 
sheep steady, but free marketings re- 
sulted in a further decline in hogs, 
and provisions sold off sharply in re- 
sponse to lower prices for the raw 
material. Increased consumption, 
due to cooler weather, and the holding 
up of deliveries by the strike gave 
ety support to dairy products, and a 
noti¢eahie firm tone prevailed in all 
desirable grades of butter, cheese and 
eggs. 

Higher cokts and curtailed produc- 
tion caused by the labor troubles have 
strengthened the markets for iron and 
steel, and practically all classes of 
material tend upward in price. The 
miscellaneous metals seem to be grad- 
ually working into a better position. 
Slightly more irregularity is appear- 
ing in quotations of cotton goods, re- 


-flecting the vagaries of the raw ma- 


terial market, but prices, as a whole, 
are well maintained. There has been 
some quieting down in hides, and in 
some varieties a slightly easier tone 
in apparent, but leather is in steady 
demand and quotations on most se- 


lections are very firm.
